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WOULD CUT DOWN 
ATTORNEY'S FEES 


Supervisor Ochs of St. Clair County 
Thinks the State’s Attorney Is 
Making Tooo Much Money. 


From papers received by County Judge 
John B. Hay, it would seem that some 
the members of the Board of Supervisors 
of St. Clair County think that State Art- 
torney’s James A. Farmer is receiving too 
much money for his services for the 
county. 

Judge Hay yesterday received a letter 
from Supervisor Rudolph Ochs of O'Fallon. 
in which Was enclosed a form for @ petition 
which it is proposed to present to ihe ‘voat- 
ers of the county, asking that the state 
attorney's office be placed under saiarv. 

The law provides that State attorneys in 
counties of the first and second class shal] 
receive, in Meu of the fees and commissions 
now allowed them by law, a salary to he 
fixed by the county board in counties under 
township organization. 

Pefore this can be done, however. 29 per 
cent of the voters shall petition the county 
judge, who shall in turn submit the ques- 
tion of the change at the next county or 
state election. ; 

The petition submitted to Judge Hay has 
not been signed, and was merely sent him 
to ascertain whether or not it was tn legal 
form. 3 

Should the change be made, the office of 
State attorney will only pay, at the most. 
$5000 per annum, as. the statutes Say that 
the salaries of state attorneys of counties 
of the second class shall not receive over 
that amount. 

(Under the present system of paying the 
prosecuting attorney out of the fees of his 
office, the salary amounts way up into the 
thousands of dollars—just how much is not 
known. 

The attorney, however, has to pay all of 
his own expenses, and the salaries of his 
assistants. Shouid the office be placed on 
a salary, this expense would fal) on ‘the 
county. 

State Attorney Farmer says tiiat he 
knows nothing about the proposed change. 
but that he is not worrying about it, as his 
term of office expires this fall.

Early morning passengers on Olive street 
cars were much surprised at the display 
of antique furniture and relics of all kinds, 
some hundreds of years old, which were 
filed in the street in front of 3499 Olive 
street. It was an indiscriminate mixture 
of Washington furniture, Napoleon writing 
desks and relics from southern homes, 


made it necessary for the owners to sell. 
The antiquities came from the Old Curios- 
ity Shop, conducted by Mrs. May Loague, 
a widow, and were thrown into the street 
by deputies from the sheriff's office, act- 
ing under a writ from Judge Wood's 4di- 
vision of circuit caurt.

Close beside it was standing a 
Chi ale sideboard, which had occupied 
a place in the mansion of an old Missouri 
familly before the war. There were num- 
berless grandfather clocks, which bore 
dates showing they had been made in Eu- 
rope, some as far back as 170). Down un- 
der a mass of less valuable and leas inter- 
esting relics was a queer little piano, about 
four feet long. Mrs. Loague explains that 
this was in a church at Union, Mo., during 
the civil war. The story ig that this piano 
was captured and recaptured many times 
by the two armies, and wag finally buried, 
being recovered from its grave :fter the 
war had ended. 

Aside from these there were countless 
antiquities which had been owned by James 
Monroe, Gen. Sherman, Gen. Beaure d, 
Napoleon I and Napolean III, besides ponte 
dreds of others of evident historical, but 
unknown ownership. 

The premises occupied vf Mrs. Loague, 
with her remarkable collection of curios, is 
}owned by the Bushnell-Pommer Realty Co., 
which has for several months been tryin 
to get possession, but Mrs. Loague refus 
to move. A writ for possession was ob- 
tained in the circuit court by the owners, 
and the sheriff's officers spent a great part 
of the day and. night in oving the prop- 
erty into the street.

FAST TO. THIS TOT 


Litthe Mary Anna Grellner’s Latest 
Injury by Fire May Be 
Her Last, 


For the third time in her short life of 
seven years, little Mary’ Anna Grelliner 
lies at the home of her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis Greliner of 1065 Emmet street, 
making a brave fight agatnst death. . 

Darkened windows keep the light from 
her eyes, which are believed to have been 
injured when her dress caught fire as she 
stooped over a gasoline stove Friday to get 
a piece of cake for her lunch. Her head, 
arms and chest are swathed in bandages 
where the flames from her burning dress 
scorched the flesh. She lies motionless, 
scarcely breathing, but hér anxious mother, 
watching at her ‘bedside, knows she is 
trying her best to live and recover as 
rapidly as she did after her other acci- 
dents. 


When she was 6 years old the little 

girl fell downstairs at the home of a 
riend on Ninth street and fractured her 
skull. For weeks she iay between life 
and death, but skillful nursing helped 
her determination to live in spite of 
misfortune and she recovered. 

Three months after she had recovered 
from this accident she was knocked 
down by a shovelful of coal which a 
careless laborer threw on the sidewalk 
as she was passing on her way to St. 
Vincent's school, Tenth street and Park 
avenue. A lump of coal cut a deep gash 
in her scalp and she was carried home 
weak from the loss of blood and dan- 
gerously injured. 

The wound was dressed and after sey- 
eral weeks the little girl was as well 
as ever. The attending physician mar- 
veled at her recovery. 

Her brown curls quickly covered the 
scars made by the two accidents and as 
uickly the little girl forgot them, Fri-

lunch, for she h grown hungry play- 
ing. 
ihe cake box stood on a stool on the 
other side of a gasoline stove, two burners 
of which were lighted. Instead of going to 
one side of the stove the child reached over 
it to get the box. 

Like a flash her calico blouse was in 
flames and she ran screaming out of the 
house. Her mother heard her and darted 
after her through the basement, but could 
not overtake her. 

If she lives the little girl will have to 
thank Henry Lehmann of Twelfth street 
and Lafayette avenue and Tom Force of 
1222 Calhoun street, who saw her running 
up Emmet street and, overtaking her, 
threw a coat about her Diazing dress, 
smothering the flames. Mrs. Fels of Emmet 
and Menard streets reached the child al- 
most as soon as they did and with a 
bucket of water finished the work of the 
young men. 

The girl's brother, Harry, aged 10, was 
with her in the room when her dress 
caught fire. He has been {ll for some time, 
but was able to be about. He was a few 
feet away when he saw the flash of burn- 
ing cloth and started for his sister, but 
feould.not reach ‘her before she waa out 
of-the door. 

Besides Harry, the little girl has three 
brothers, John. aged 18; Charles, aged 3, 
and Fred, aged 5 months.

I—THE WARNING 
(From the World’s Editorial, July 98.) 

Have the managers of the St. Louis convention lost their senses? Do they 
want to give Mr. Roosevelt a walkover in the election? * * * It is never 
too late to mend. Ten words from Judge Parker to the chairman of the New 
York delegation will insure the adoption of a resolution that will make the 
platform safe and sane. Will the majority rule? Will the leader lead? 


II—THE ACTION 
Judge Parker's Telegram to Mr. Sheehan. 

‘“T regard the gold standard as firmly and irrevocably established and shall act 
accordingly if the action of the convention today shall be ratified by the people. As 
the platform is silent on the subject, my view should be made known to the con- 
vention, and if it is proved to be unsatisfactory to the majority I request you to 
decline the nomination for me at once, so that another may be nominated before 
adjournment. (Signed) Alton B.. Parker.” 

IlI--THE ANSWER 
Answer to Judge Parker Adopted by. the Convention. 

“The platform adopted by this convention ig silent on the question of the mon- 
etary standard because it is not regarded by us as a possible issue in this cam- 
paign, and only congressional issues are Mentioned in the platform. Therefore there 
is nothing in the views expressed by You in the-telegram just receivd which would 
preclude a man entertaining. them from accepting a nomination on said platform." 


IV—THE VOTE . 


Ayes. 774; noes, 191—116 more votes in the affirmative than Judge Parker 
received on the ballot nominating him fer president, and more than three- 
fourths of the votes cast. 

Ellis H. Roberts, treasurer of the United States, said in an interview yesterday: 
“I think Judge Parker is entirely right in saying that the gold standard is firmly and 
irrevocably established.” 

In bearing this testimony, Mr. Roberts shows himself to be more honest and more 
patriotic than are the newspaper organs of his party that are seeking for the sake of 
a partisan advantage to shake the eonfidence of the people in the stability of their 
money standard, regardless of consequences to industry or to labor. 

The gold standard was safe for the next four years before Judge Parker sent his 
history-making telegram. It was re-established by the act of March 4, 1900, pro- 
viding that— ; 

The dollar, consisting of 25 8-10 grains of gold, nine-tenths fine, as established by 
section 3511 of the revised statutes of the United States, shall be the standard of value 
and all forms of money issued or coined by the United States shall be maintained 
at parity of value with this standard, and it shall be the duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to maintain such parity. > 

This act could not be repealed during the next four years, no matter what might 
be the result of the election. A Republican and sound money majority is assured in 
the Senate for the next four years by the possibility of the change. In addition to 
this safeguard, more than three-fourths of the Democratic representatives, as the 
yote at St. Louls proved, are opposed to any disturbance of the money standart; so 
that no hostile bill could pass the House, whatever may be its political complexion. 

But the action of Judge Parker and the convention on this question was necessary 
to create confidence in the public mind that Democratic sucess in the election would 
not even menace the settlement of the money question. Llow effectively this was done, 
is shown by the extracts at the head of this column: 1—The world’s warning; -2— 
Judge Parker's prompt and resolute action; 3—The acceptance of his message in which 
he, In direct terms, served notice that he regards the gol standard as “firmly and 
irrevocably established,’ and shall “act accordingly; that is—veto any menacing 
measure—if he shall be elected president. 

This would be enough, coming from a man of Judge Parker's standing and charac- 
ter, to allay any honest fears for the safety of the gold standard. But to emphasize, 
clinch and double-rivet this pledge the conyention adopted by a vote of 774 to 1gB-139 


more than two-thirds—a message to Judge Parker, accepting his view. .
